ving now a'Cau'e which is much dearer to me, to defend ; to wit, that 
of the bleſſed Saints now in Glory, the favorable Efects of whoſe Inter- 
ceſſion we daily experience ; Of the Chrifians common Creed, which aſſerts 
the Communion of Saints, of th: Catbolic MilitaggChureh' 
her dzvout Addreffes, to the Triumphant in Heaven ; or 
approving by ungueſtionable Miracles, from the Infancy of the Glu 
this her Age, her recourſe to the bleſſed Spirits that att@d the-T 
of his Glory: Having then return'd to-all his new Scheſnes! 
7uage, only this following Sentence of S. Zierom ; That's therein # 
of Herctics, that w of thy Fathers, when convinced offi rreatWerou

glory in the very foulelt of thoſe which he hath deviſed againit me, for 
being employ'd in ſo good a Cauſe, in which they ſball curje, and you will 
bleſs me, O Lord; And I come upto my Subject. 

This Author having own'd, That if the Raman Church had not procee]- 
ed farther in her Devotion towards the blefed Saints, than the Farbers 
and the Catholic church of the Fourth and Fifth Century had warranted 
them by their Example, hedid not ſee how his Church coul4 have divided

it ſelf from that Communion without the guilt of a cauſcleſs Schiſm, ? 
challeng'd him to ſhew in what the Catholic Church now (as ever) in 
- Communion with the See of Rome, had varied from thoſe Primitive 
Times, on this Subject of the /nvocation of Satnts, or to own his Congre- 
gation Schiſmatical as far as that Pretence colour'd the Separation. To 
this Challenge he pretends now to Anſver, and to ſhew in what Points 
the Devotion we now pay to God's blefled Saints, differs from the Wars- 
ſhip which thoſe pureſt Ages allow'd them. 

I expected to have met in the very frit Page with the Inſtances of this 
Difference which I preſſed for, but he wiſely conceiv'd much Dutt was firſt 
to be raiſed wherewith to cloud his Readers Eyes, that ſo he might more 
eaſily impoſe upon them; and therefore he reſerv'd the Anſwer to my 
Challenge to the very laſt Leaf. Since then he ended where he was to 
begin, 'tis but reaſonable I ſhould begin where he ends. 

He ſtates this Change and Corruption in three following Points, which 
he thus delivers. 

The Fir/f, That the Church of Rome doth nſe a dire Iruocation, or for- 
mal Prayer to the Saints ; whereas the Primitive Church us'd only ſuch 
Addrefles or Requelts as are made from one Friend to another. 

The Second, 1hoſe Requeſts were made at the Memories (Shrines) of 
thoſe Martyrs, who were believ'd to be preſent there at that time, tho? 
invifiblez; whereas the Invocations of the Church of Rowe are made to 
ſuch and ſucha Saint in ten thouſand different Places, which is to attri- 
but2 to them an Omnipreſence. 

The Third, Thoſe Requeſts and Interpellations to the Martyrs, were 
neither Commanded by the Primitive Church (whereas the Church of 
Rome Enjojz:5 them) nor authoris'd by her General or Provincial, or any 
other Councils, nor us'd in the public Offices of the Church, All this he 
_ fays, and ſays it only ; but I will demonſtrate his Miſtakes in each Point. 

Reader, I defire you here to obſerve what that Relief was, and thoſe 
Practices of the Primitive Church and Fathers which I had produced 
from their unqueſtionable Works, and in their own words. Theſe a- 
mongſt others; That whoever was in Affition, bad recourſe to the Saints In- 
zerceſſion, that ſuch Prayers were heard, the Martyrs being the helpers of their 
Prayers, and moft powerful Ambaſſudors t0 God; That Gifts were brought 
in and bung at their Shrines, in acknowledgment of miraculous Cures obtain'd ; 
That whoever but touched the Bones, or even the Monuments of the Martyrs, 
believ'd bimſelf ſantified thereby ; That it was beld as 4 great Favor 10 tabe up 
the Duſt which lay about their Monuments, the which was kept as a thing of 
bigh eſteem ; That it was deem'd by aff an unexplicable bappineſs to apply thoje 
Relics to their Eyes, thetr Mouths and all their Senſes, whoſe Duf# was believ'd 
20 caft out Devils, and to cure Diſeaſes; That the « aints Bodies were divided 
amongſt ſeveral Cities , and efleem'd the Preſervers of the Inhabitants, Body 
and Soul ; That in their Tranſlations they were carry d by Biſhops, repoſited in 
Veſſels of Gold, the People making from Country to Country* a Lane of conti- 
nual Quires ſinging the Praiſes of God, for themto paſs tbrougb ; That on ſuch 
Occaſions, many by touching the Saints Garments were eaſed i ther lufirmities, 
many cur d by the very Shadows of their Bodics, that even Handkerchicfs thrown 
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pon their Bodies, and immediately demanded bach, were bleſſed with # Yerme 

at made them Amidotes againſt any Diftempers, God making thut the Duſtof 
bis glorious Saints Bodies beneficial 10 all; That they fell down in Prayer before 
the bleſſed Virgin, implored ber to 9 them from all their Neceſſities, from all 
the Temptations of the Devil, as their Reconciler, and asked ber 10 admit their 
Prayers, &C. 

This a rigid Reformer would call a full Inventory of Popiſh Superlſti- 
tions, this outgoes far the moſt eager Devotion of the Catholics of theſe 
Days towards God's bleſſed Saints ; this, all this, our Anſwerer pafles 

, finding no difterence in theſe Points betwixt the preſent Catholic 
Church, and that of Fourteen or Fifteen hundred years paſt. Now let 
us ſee how faithfully he repreſents the Differences he offers. 

As to the Firſt, 1 (ſay the Fathers of the Fifth and Fourth Century and 
upwards, offer'd, with as formal an Invocation, as humble, ſubmiſlive, 
and deyout Prayer to the Saints inHeaven, as any thatare in preſent uſe 
amongſt Catholics. The fairelt proof of this matter of Fact, is by plain 
Inſtances; take theſe few1n lieu of an infinity that could be produced. 


St, Athanaſous preſent in the firtt General Council, having firſt laid this De rucar. verbs 
Ground for his Practice, If you worſhip the Man Chrif, becauſe rhe Word of apud Cent.

turn us for theſe inconſoderable Speeches, great Gifts , and the Riches of thy

not what he will ſay to this Prayer, without he ſhares in the Impudence 
of his Brethren the Centuriators of Magdeburge, who arcaign for it S, A» 
thanaſius, ſaying, *T* wonderful, rbat [0 great a Dodor could write this. —— 
Theſe words breaibe 1do!atry. 

St. Cyril in his own Name, and of the whole General Council of Epbe- 
ſw, thus Prays to the Mother of God : Hail in all our Names, boly Mother 
of God, precious Threſor of the whole 1 orld, ever ſhining Lamp, Crown of Yir- 
ginity ; Hail Virgin, by whoſe Mediation the boly Trinity %s glorified and ho- 
eor d through the whole World ; in whom Heaven exults, Angels and Archangels 
rejoyce, by whom the Devils are put to flight. 

St. Gregory Nyſſea thus Prays to St. Theodore : Martyr, uſe the liberty you 
enjoy, ro ſpeak for your Fellow-Servams. You bave canquer'd the World, but you 
have not forgorten the Paſſions and the Neceſſities our buman Condition us liable un» 
10. Ak for Peace, that theſe public Meetings may continue ,that the enraged and 
wicked Barbariins may not plunder and deftroy our Churches and Altars, that n» 
propbene and impious Man tread tbe Holy things under foot : For we that have 
been preſerv'd untoucht and altve, do own our ſelves oblig'd to jou for that Bleſ- 

fong, and we ask your Protetion and Security for the future.

Orat. in S.The- Nefaris, who preceded S. Chryſofiom in the Patriarchal See of Conſiane 

cer tinople, frighted with the Threats of Falizn, thus Prays for help ro S. Theo- 
dire : © ſplendor of the Martyrs, and glory of the Saints ; O worthy Gift of God, 
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O wnconquer'd Keeper and Defender of the Faithful, be not unniniful of our 


Poverty and Dejettedneſs, but wouchſafe thou always to Pray for us; nor do 
thou, O moſt admirable Man, neglet us aſſaulted by Julian the Enemy of our 
Souls ; for we believe that thou dot live after Death : Thou then who art yet 
alroz in Chriſt, and tandeſt near unto kim, endeavar by thy Erayer 10 make him 
propitious unto us thy Servants. 

[ omit the molt fervent Prayers offer'd to the Virgin Mary frequently 
by S. Metbodius, who ſuffer'd Martyrdom in Diocletian's Perſecution, 
S. Epbrem the Syrian, S. Athanaſius, S Leo, and many others. The unque- 
ſftionadle Inſtances which I have offer'd, being as deyout Iyvocations, as 
humble and fervent Prayers, as any now extant among{t Catholics; and 
molt of them recited in the preſence of the fulleſt Congregations, to 
move them to make the like. I cannot omit S, Gregory NazZianzey's Prayer 
to the Blefled Virgin, :t being of the ſame mould with that part of the 
Huil- Mary which the Reformers ſo abhor. 

In trag. chr. O venerable Virgin, chaft and moſt bappy, hear my Yoice benignly, and gram 
_ me that which u chief of all, to wit, rbat departing from thu Life, 1 may find 
thee 10 be my Patron. . 

But leſt this Author ſhould Retrench himſelf in that hard Cramp-word 
Mvocation, tho* I could cite him all the holy Fathers Alphabetically pra- 
Riſing and recommending it in the very Term, yet becauſe I ofier this 
Sheet to unprejudiced Readers, I conceive two or three will be a ſuffici- 
ent Evidence, es S. Grigory

Next (tho' he hath precedency in Death) S. Baſs/: The Martyr call'd by 
bis Neme, ſteweth himſelf prefent to 45 many as call, by bis Works, He uſes the 
ſame words by which the Prophet Zachary expreſſes the Invocation of 
God, hey ſball call my Name, and | will bear them. 

S. Auguſtin obſerving thoſe words of Zacob blefling his Children, And Lb. loqunt. is 
my Name ſhall be called over them, bids us Note, that not only the word G#z- 
Exaudicion, but alſo Isvocation is uſed in reference to Men as well as to G7 43: 16. 
God ET 4. TUS» 

As for the Text How ſhall they invocated bim in whom they bave not believe,d 
IT am athamed ro rely ſo little upon the Capacity of the meaneſt of my 
Readers as to iuggelt an Anſwer. Noone can Invocate Gcd as God, who 
believes not in him; true : but what then ? Will you infer therefore,who- 
ever is Invocated, is believed to be God ? Then becauſe no one can love 
God who helieves not in him, whoever loves his Neighbor, makes him 
a God. An indeed, ſince God is as infinitely Good as Great, and expreſly 
challenges that we love him with all our Heart, with all our Soul, with all 
our Strength, whoever pretends that an inferior Religious Worthip or 
Invocation, gives to Creatures the Worſhip we owe to God, muſt equal- 
ly hold, that Charity toour Neighbor is injurious to God, and deprives 
him of the Love which we owe him. 

As to his Second Difference, , *Tis moſt falſe that Saints and Martyrs 
were call'd upon only where they were ſuppos'd to be preſent, tho' inviſt- 
bly, at their Shrines. This I prove thus unanſwerably.

In fine, S. Gregory the Greet is of ſo oppoſite a Belief, that he holds n;47. 76, 2. C4P. 
greater Miracles to be of ten wrougkt where tbe Saints Bodies aye 29t, that our ur. 
Mind beirg fix:d upon God, onr Faith may bave a greater Merit; fora/much as 
we &now they repoje not there, and yet believe 1has they fail not to bear end 


grant our Requeſts. kut 
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But 'tis here obſervable, how the Anſwerer makes the Fathery' of 'the 
ficlt Ages to attribute an Omaipreſence to the Saints, by boldly aſſert» 
mg, that they call'd upon them only where they ſappos'd them, tho” in» 
viitbly, preſent ; for he cannot be ſo throughly ignorant, as not to know, 
that the Saincs Bodies were divided into ditterent diſtant Places, honor'd 
in each, and that they wrought Miracles in all; or if he be, he cites Fa- 
thers whom he never ſaw, whoall affect this frequently. I will cite one 
Inſtance or two. 

S. Greg. Naz. Truth 1 in ſuch Jeneration, that 4 little Duff, the leaft Splin- 
ter of their decaycd Bones, a Lock of their Hatr, their Cloaths, ſome Drops, tho” 
almoſt morn off, of their Blood. bave as much Worſhip paid them as the whole 
Body. Nay, the calling a Place by the Martyrs Name, 1 know 10 bave been of 
as much efficacy, as if the whole Martyr bad lay'n there. 

Theoc'oret. Their Bodies are not each in their own Monument, but being di- 
vided among the Cites aud Villages, are by them efteem'd tbe Preſervers of their 
Souls and Bodies, and cald their Phyſicians, and bonor'd as their Protettors and 
Guards, and making uſe of their Interceſſion to God, uhey by them obtain diving 
Benefits, and the divided Bodies, retatn their Power emire. 

S. Aug. |. 2.c.$. de Civit. rehearſes ſeveral Miracles wrought at the 
Relics of S. Stephen in the different Places they were honor'd at. 

S. German, to whom this Iſland ow'd the Expulfion of the Pelagian Pe- 
refie, carry'd about him for his Protection in a Reliquary, the Relics of all 
the Apoſtles, and many Martyrs, and took of the Dult rhat lay by S, 4j- 
ban's Monument : By the Interceſſion of thoſe Saints whoſe precious Duſt 
he had, and a touch of the Relic-caſe they were in, he reitor'd Sight to 
a blind Woman, A 

As to the Third Difference he impoſes Firf on his Readers,when he ſays 
the Church of Rome Enjoyns Prayers to Saints. I defie him to ſhew any 
Canon of the Council of Trent, or of any other, that Commands it as an 
Obligation of Catholic Faith. Yet this Man wonders that we accuſe him 
and his Brethren of continual Miſrepreſentations. Secondly, His Afer- 
tion, that no Councils in the Primitive Church eutboriſed Praying to 
Saints, is very falſe. I offer theſe following Proofs thereof, to which 
many more might be added. 

The General Council of Celcedon authoriſed Iruocation of Saints, by 
practiſing it ; Theſe were the Words, and the general Voice of all thoſe 
Holy Biſhops there afſembled, to the number of 630. Bebold the Truth, 
Flavianus lives after Death, that the Martyr Pray for w. Our Letanies, to 
which this Anſwerer owes ſo ill a will, exceed not this Invocation. 

S. Hierom tracing the Heretical Oppoſitions made to the rvocation of 
Saints, finds its original in Yelentzs the Heretic, whoſe Error Euftathius or 
Eutatus renew'd in Armenia, about the time of the Firſt General Council 
of Nice. The Council of Gangre in Paphlagoniz depos'd him from his 
Epiſcopal Dignity, tho” he offer'd at ſeveral Excuſes to colour his Error, 
and condemn'd him and his Followers in theſe words : If any one through 
Priae, as believing himſelf perfet, (that is. not needing the Interceflion of 
Saints) accuſes thoſe Meetings which are bad at the Places where boly Martyrs 

repoſe, or in their Churches, or believes that ſuch Oblations as are made there 
eugbt to be (lighted, Be be accurſed. The 
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The Cuuncil of Zeodicee, in, the Year 320. four years before that of ©, 5 «4. ; 
Gangra, allows the Worthiping of the wwe Martyrs of Chrift, mentions - 
Churches built in their Honor over their Monument, whither the Chri- 
ſtians reſorted, | 

In tine, the Fourth (uſually cald the Fifth) Council of Carthage, in the 
Year 368, by the Voices of Thirty ſeven Bithops, authoriſe3 the Meeting 
of Chriitians, not only in Churches dedicated to- Martyrs, bat whereever 
any Monument or certain Relics of a Martyr. thall be; and commands 
thoſe Altars co be demolithed, if of the Relics over which they are built 
there he not an evident certainty : which evidently proves that it was to 
honor the Martyrs, and to beg Fayor through their Interceſſion, that the 
Chriſtians met at thoſe Altars. 

S. Auguſtin, the belt Witneſs for the Devotion of his Age, in his 137th 
Epiſtle, commends at large the Concourle of People tothe Monuments of 
Martyrs, there to ask miraculous Favors; and to ſome particular Saints 
for ſuch and ſuch peculiar Graces; to others again for different ones. 

The La# Part of this third Difference, to wit, that tbe Interpell.rions of 
Saints were not uſed in the publick, Liturgies or Maſſes is a lie Impolture, if he 
means to infinuate, thatin the holy Maſs we uſe now adays any Prayers 
direted to the Saints; for the Maſs being the Chriſtian Gblation of 
Chrilt's Sacrifice, and Sacrifice belonging to God only as a Divine Wor- 
ſhip, the Catholic Church, and particularly in the latter Ages, hath heen 
ſo cautious of giving occaſion to any Error, that not the leaſt Coll:# or 
Prayer in holy Mals is diredted to any Saint or Angel, but all to God 
through Chrilt, tho' he be pray'd in them to accept of the Saints Prayers 
for us. 

If he means, that Commemorations of Saints were not us'd in the anci- 
ent Liturgies, or their Prayers were not craved in them, or offered to 
God for us, all the Liturgies extant will convince him of an Error which 
he could ſcarce fall into, but only pretend, to deceive others, 

I ſhall not cite the Liturgies of S, Peter , S. Fames, S. Mark, &c. becauſe 
that by reaſon of ſeveral Additions made to them, they are no more pro- 
perly theirs : I will offer only ſuch unqueſtionable Licurgies as cannot be 
rejected, or other Teſtimonies of the Fathers, Greek and Zatin as are un- 
doubtedly theirs, 

S. Cyril, Patriarch of Feruſalem, bears witneſs to this'Prayer in the Li- c,:vch. 5. 
turgy. We Pray 10 thee all of us, and offer thee this Sacrifice, ſo as 10 make a Com- 
memoration alſo of thoſe who have ſlepr before ua, firſt of the Patriarchs, Prophets, 

Apoſtles, Martyrs, that GOD THROUGH THEIR PRATERS 
AND I NTERCESSIONS accept of our Prayers. Where he calls the 
holy Maſs tbe unbloody Divine Worſhip, cver the Yidim of Propitiation. 

S. Baſis Liturgy hath this Prayer: Sandifie our Souls and Bodies, and 
grant ws, O moſt Holy, that we may ſerve you all the days of our Life, through the 
Interceſſion of the boly Mother of God, and of all the Saints which from the be- 

Linning bave glorified you. 

S. chryſoftom's Liturgy hath the following Prayers : In honor and me- 
mor of the moſt bleſſed glorious Mother of God our Lady,and ever Virgin Mary, 
through whoſe Intercefſion receive, 0 Lord, this Sacrifice on tby beavenly Altar,— 
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FViſet ws, O Lord, by the Supplications of $. John tbe Foe, and Precurſor, 
+ eb of '1by holy and oſ Famous Apoſtles, and of the Saint we mate & 
* Commemoration "of j and of all your blefſed Saints. There the Deacon thus 
ſpeaks to the People : Celebrating :be Memory of the moſt boly and immaculate, 
mt blefſed Mother of God our Lady, the ever Y trgin Mary, with all the Saints, 
let us recommend our ſelves 10 one anothers Prayers, and our whole Life to 
Chriftour God. And the Prieſt prays thus : We bumbly magnifie hee, O ux- 
defiled Virgin, according to our bound:n Duty, baving obtain'd thy belp, ad being 
delivered from Evil by thy Interceſfion, and evermore defended by the Croſs and 
Paſſion of rhy Son.
